WHEAT. 

Threshing has pro^r^ssed in Ihe 
Northern and Western States of the 
winter wheat Itelt without developinr 
any change from conditions previously 
reported. The crop is a light one in 
yield and considerably beluw the aver- 
'»!-•'• >» point of quality. 

Spring wheat harvest in neariug 
completion and some threshing has 
been done. In addition to the injury 
to the crop in Minnesota and the Da- 
kotas by the hot winds, further damafre 
by hail and wind storms has occurred, 
the loss being total in a number of 
counties in Minnesota and South Da- 
kota. Haiti during the latter part of 
August has interfered with harvesting 
and threshing in North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Minnesota and Nebraska, 
causing sprouting shock and stack and 
bleaching of the standing fcraiii. The 
yield from threshers is reported disap- 
pointing, rarely exceeding IrTteeity 
bushels per acre. 

In Kentucky the weather was gener- 
ally favorable to threshing, and no re- 
ports of sprouted grain are received. 
Yield couttnues to prove light, with 
the quality holding up to the excellent 
grade promised earlier. 

Considering the favorable indications 
for a higher future market the crop is 
being marketed freely. Reports show 
but 57 per cent, of crops in farmers 
hands September 1, as compared with 
76 per cent, on September 1, 1«>8. 

Preparations tor seeding the next 
crop is well advanced, although work is 
now suspended in a nntuber of counties 
on account of a second drouth. Forty 
per cent of fall plowing was completed 
September 1. 

CORN. 

In a number of counties, especially 
in the central section, the rains ceased 
at a time when late corn was at the 
stage when early corn sustained such 
injury, and unV-s rain comes soon, 
may prove even lighter than early 
corn. 

In the Western counties tne riains 
continued longer, and late com will 
make a full average crop. Some early 
corn is being cut. I>ate Corn Will not be 
safe from danger before October t. 

The condition for the State, as a 
whole, averages 73, which Is the aver- 
age on August 1. The condition Sep- 
tember 1, for the past two years, was, 
September I, 1888, 305} September 1, 
1«>7, 88. The Western section shows 
the highest average condition, 81, an 
improvement of lour points during a 
month. In the Central section the con- 
dition isOA, and lor the PontheftaTern 
section it is Tft. 

In a number of the extreme \Vesterh 
counties "army worms" threaten total 
destruction of late corn.

On ihe other hand, in the Eastern, 
Southeastern and Houthern counties, 
devoted more particularly to raising 
stock sheep, the number is correspond- 
ingly decreased, being but 81) per cent, 
of the nnmber in 1898. 

Cattle— The number of feeders" com- 
pared with 1898 is 85 per cent. Cattle 
are suffering annoyance to an unusual 
degree from the "horn fly," which is 
more numerous than ever known 
This, with the drying np of pastures 
and scarcity of stock water in some 
sections, has reduced the condition of 
cattle as well as live stock generally. 
Some "Pinkeye" is reported in Bullitt 
county. 

Horses— The number of "weanlings" 
is 85 per cent, of the number in 1898. 

Mules— The number of "sugar mules" 
is estimated at 80 per cent. ; "cotton 
mules'* at 83 per cent., and "weanlings" 
at 88 per cent, of the number of 1898. 

Hogs— The number of hogs is esti- 
mated at 87 per cent of the number of 
1898. A nnmber of counties report an 
unusual scarcity of bogs. Hog cholera 
is prevalent to a limited extent. Thirty 
correspondents answer the question. 
"Have yon hog cholera?" affirmative- 
ly and 108 answer in the negative. 

PASTURES. 

Pastures in the Central counties are 
very short indeed, while in the West- 
ern section grazing is still good. The 
condition averages 81 compared with 
average years. On Auguat 1, the con- 
dition was 94. 

Apples continue to drop^ndorchArd- 
ists are resorting to making them into 
cider to save a portion of the crop. 
The yield of rail and winter apples will 
be very light ami o! inferior tt/hallly.

Other members of tbo home club par- 
ticipated in the sport in the afternoon, 
when live pigeons aud clav targets were

At nine o'clock promptly the shoot- 
ing began, the grand-stand in Turley's 
park being partially filled at that 
early hour with expectant on-lookers. 
The 80-yard space in front had been 
very tastefully marked oil" with U. 
S. flags, these fluttering colors adding 
to tbe attractiveness of the place whilst 
serving as convenient markers for the 
boundaries of the shooting grounds. 

The sport was to be varied, clay 
pigeons, live swallows, and live pigeons, 
all to tbe number of two or three thous- 
and having been generously provided 
by the Richmond Club. 

After the preliminaries, tbe first to 
advance to the mark was Mr. Alf. Clay, 
whose reputation as a victor over the 
great Kentucky champion, Gay, of 
Pine Gruve, had preceded him and 
made his appearance a signal for ap- 
plause. With an easy bnt somehow 
d 'termined looking air. this great gun- 
ner strode to his place. He is over six 
feet high, proportionately built, very 
dignified, but enters iuto the sport with 
an earnestness that, had there been a 
rich prize at stake, would have scared 
our fellows into a cocked hat. Though 
there was no prize, Mr. Clay looked 
like there might have lieen a name and 
fame attached to the victory anyhow, 
wiiich spirit animated the other con- 
testants, only with somewhat less in- 
tensity, admirably exhibiting Uie dis- 
cipline they have acquired from long 
practice -to do well whatever they un- 
dertake, no matter how great or how 
small the honor or the prize. The first 
swallow -that was released had scarce 
gathered the air under its fleet wings 
before it fell lifeless near the trap 
whence it had sought liberty, through 
tii • unerring aim of Alf Clay, one of 
the best marksinen;that ever looked 
down the barrel of a Parker gun. 

The next was Mr. G. W. Clay, a bril- 
liant shot, a jolly fellow, with more life 
than his predecessor, but with skill no 
less. His gun is a *400 Parker, a gem 
of the gunsmith's art, and lie is as 
juttlv proud of it as be is'of bis best 
bojrbon sweetheart. When be toed 
the mark all eves were fastened on his 
fine figure and his splendid run. His 
deep voice rang out, " Ready,! ""Pull:" 
and its the spreading wings of the chim- 
ney sweep appeared from tbe straight- 
away trap the almost ransical sound 
of the cnetly weapon was as a requiem 
over the dyiugswallow. 

There is a common way to measure 
the popularity oi nonresidents of Mad- 
ison, which i- to «ay "they areas cleaver 
asQuincy Ward." So that when Quincv 
himself appeared a partial handclap 
started the audience into an ovation 
which prevented Mr. Ward from send- 
ing bis live bird to its Paradise until 
he had lifted his hat ami bowed his 
acknowledgement. Straightway he 
put a cartridge of Xo. 7 shot into the 
body of the released bird and fresh ap 
plause evidenced the approval aud 
friendship of the audience 

Then followed Messrs. Harrv, Sidney 
and Woodford Clay, J. M. Brennan and 
L. V. Butler. The live bird contest 
was a 5-round affair. G. W. Clav and 
Mr. Brennan killing all their "birds. 
Wood Clay 4, Ward and Harry Clar 3, 
Alf. and Sid Clay 2, Butler 1 ; total 25 
out of 40. Drs. Hobson and Jasper 
equaled tbeir rivals, each killing all 
bis birds. Waller Chenault and R. W. 
Miller 3, Turley 2, Covington and H. 
Chenault I each; total 'il of 45. 

Ti e eight visitors then broke 127 of 
their 200 targets, average of a fraction 
less than A tired Clay leading with 
21 out of 2.-), G. W. Clay 20, Quincy 
War 1 19, Harry Clay 17. Sid Clay 1(1 
Woodford Clav 13, Brennan 12, Butler 
9. 

Richmond's turn now came and her 
picked team of nine men did admirably 
onsidering their brief experience and 
the prestige of tbeir com|>etitors. They 
brok* 135 targets, an average of exactly 
15, a fraction less than one less than 
the ftourbonites, viz: Dr. Hobson, T. 
J. SDiith, Jr., aud Harvey Chenault 
each broke 18.

Mr. F:mile Pragboff, of the Louis- 
ville Gun Club, proved his qualities by 
breaking 19 of 25 targets, and killing 
3 of 5 birds. There bad been three 
hourf of continuous shooting with in- 
terest unceasing. The scores were an- 
nounced and adjournment taken for 
dinner. Carriages conveved the visi- 
tors to the Hotel Glydou where they 
had 1 een quartered as guests of the 
home club. After two hours rest the 
afternoon sport began with live pigeoiiH. 
iu the presence of a large audience, of 
arhWk many were ladies. Compared 
with targets and swallows, live pigeons 
»e think, furnished much greater sport. 
Thev rose as a rule with a rush, being 
fresh :ind in good condition. For quite 
a while not a bird escaped, the gunner* 
seeming to be resolved to make a record 
for future sportsmen to shoot at. A 
hearty laugh ensued when Harvey 
Chenjult missed his first pigeon, tho 
rather gentle bird circling over his 
head nnd alighting on the grand stand, 
subsequently flying about the grounds 
and twice getting dangerously near the 
open traps. Once Mr. J. W. Smith 
tired point-blank at this and bis own 
bird, killing tbe latter. 

When the supply of live pigeons had 
been exhausted, after 13 munds. the 
visitors called for clay birds and an- 
other fine exhibition resulted. The 
sport lasted until almost dusk when 
the party returned to tbe city to enjoy 
the open-air concert by tbe Richmond 
band. 

The day. we understand, was 
tborotghly enjoyed by the visitors, 
who expert our club to come to Bourbon 
for a two-days shoot, iu which event we 
hope our crack shots will acquit them- 
selves equally as well, if not better, 
than t tey did upon this memorable oc- 
casion.

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Mr. Bryan has outlined a plan for 
regulating the trusts which is an im- 
provement upon Mr. Depew's in that it 
contemplates the protection of all the 
people against oppression and extor- 
tion, while Mr. Depew's suggestion 
looked mainly to the protection of in- 
vestors against fraud. 

Ik>th statesmen rely upon Publicity 
as the remedy, and both ask that the 
National Government shall compel 
that Publicity by an exercise of its 
power to regulate interstate commerce. 

Mr. Bryan's suggestion is that the 
Government shall forbid any corpora- 
tion to do business in any State other 
than that of its incorporation except 
under a national license, and that as a 
condition of such national licensing 
each corporation shall make complete 
reports of its capital stock, carniuga, 
Ac., showing that its stock has not been 
watered and that its dividend ratios 
are based upon actual investment. In 
brief, the licenses "should be issued 
under such restrictions as would make 
monopoly impossible." 

There can be no doubt of the consti- 
tutional power of the Government to 
regulate trusts in some such way as 
this. The regulation of the railroads 
by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has established an exact precedent 
for this, and it has also demonstrated 
something of the practicability of such 
regulation. At present there is almost 
a complete nullification of the laws 
against industrial trusts aod other 
monoplies because Mr. McKinley's 
Attorney-General holds that the States 
alone have power over them while the 
State officials plead that they arc vul- 
nerable only to Federal attack. Mr. 
Bryan's plan would afford an interest- 
ing experiment.— New York World.

A vast amount of blindness occurs 
through neglect of an optical defect 
of the eyes not betas! attended to at the 
proper time. Many such eases have 
come under my notice. The patient 
has either been short-sighted, long- 
sighted, astigmatic iu one or both eyes; 
but one to a large extent w hich they 
say, is their weak eye, the other hav- 
ing little or no defect > and should the 
case of the weak eye be short-sighted 
it increases rapidly), the eye with the 
greatest amount of optical defect gets 
out of use, similar to a squintlog eye;
